Ml Hat whereas the Officers and Souldiers wn- 
der your Excellencies Command , Out of 
1 3 1 their zeale to the Reformation of Religion, 
POLO A Their tepder care to preſerve and confirme 
SECS ihe mutuall Amity and Confidence of both 
Kingdoms, And their earneſt defires to vindicate their 
Honour from reproaches aud aſperſions lying upon them ;; 
Have thought it neceſſary to emit a Declaration of their 
Conftancie and Integrity , inthe purſuance of the ends of 
the Covenant ;, And likewiſe to ſupplicate his Majetie 
that he would be pleaſed to comply with the juſt deferes of 
bis Parliaments ,and take ſome ſpeedy.courſe for putting an 
endzo our laſting Miſeries by ſettling of Truth and Peace. 
May it therefore pleaſe your Excellencie, to re- 
preſent aur deſires in this behalf tothe Ho- 
noprable Committee : And that we humbly 
conceive the uprightpeſſe of our Intentions

it neceſſary in this juncture of Time (when all means 
are eſſayed by the Enemies of Trueth and Peace to 
diſparage our Proceedings,by rendring ſuſpected our

We doe likewiſe prome that nothing hath been 
with greater care and faithfulnes endeavoured by us, 


then to preſerve the happy Union and Brotherly 


Correſpondence between the two Kingdoms, as a 
principall meane of happineſle to both,and ſhall con- 


tinue the ſame care to avoid every thing that may 


rend to the infringement , with a ſpeciall regard and 
rtenderneſle to the intereſts of both Kingdomes ; for 
the ſtrengthening of which Union and removing 
every thing which might obſtruct the ſame; as hi- 
therto we have had no compliance, nor keep Corre- 


ſpondence with knowne Enemies and Malignants; 
ſo will we never hereafter give countenance or in- 


couragementto any Perſon diſafteted to the Parlia- 
ment of either Kingdomes. TS 
And that the integrity of our Intentions, & upright- 
neſſe of our defires may bethe more manifeſt, we do 
declare that we do abhorre all Publike and Private 
wayes contrary to the Covenant, and deſtractive to 
the happineſle of both Kingdoms ; We diſclame all 


dealing with thoſe that are Inſtruments of theſe un- 


happy troubles and impediments of Peace,and with 
all ſuch Perſons who will not uſeall means and In- 
deavours and contribute their beſt Councells and 
advice for haſtening an end to our laſting Miſeries, 
and procuring a lure and well grounded Peace : And 
in particular: we doe abominarte and deteſt that exe- 
crable Rebellion of: Fames Grahame, utterly abjuring 
all maner of ConjunGion with him and his confede- 


rates, and with all other known Enemies or declared 
- Traitors to either Kingdoms, notwithſtanding any 


in{iauations to the contrary expreſt in ſome Letters, 
A 3 as 


& is ſaid to be ſene by his Majeſtie to the Earle of 
ormond in Ireland, for we have none but fingle incen- 
tions and unfaigned deſires of Peace , renouncing all 
communion with wharſoeverDelſignes and PraRiiſes 
contrived in the dark, to the prejudice of Religion, 
and Tranquility oftheſe Kingdoms, the only princi- 
ples by which we move. 
| Andaswecame into this Kingdom at the earneſt 
deſire of our Brethren, to aſſiſt them in thetime of 
their great extremity ,in the purſuance of the Nati- 
onall Covenant, not for any mercenary Ends, norto 
enrich our ſelves ; xs is falily and calumnioufly char- 
ged upon us, by thole that wiſh not well to us nor our 
Cauſe,ſfo ſhal we be moſtwilling to depart and return 
home in peace with the ſame cheartulnefle and affe- 
&ion that we had when wecawe in; Nor ſhall the 
matter of money, or want of juſt Recompenſe for 
the ſervice performed and hardihip ſuſtained, be to.us 
an Argument of our itay,but leaving the confiderati- 
on oftheſe things to the wiſdom and deſcretion of 
both Parliaments, we ſhall ſo far deny our ſelves, as 
not.to ſuffer any private -reſped&s of our owne , to re- 
eard the Advancement of the worke,or prejudice the 
Publike-good of both Kingdoms. 

We cannot conceale, but muſtacknowledge how 
ſenſible we are, and have alwayes bcen of the many 


complaints prefented to .the Parltament of England 


againſt this Army, and the heavy calumnies and 8(- 
perſions lying-upon:us,for /having committed Inſo- 


lencies ,and oppreſled the ;:people by taking of free 
Quarters, offering our ſelves moſt wuling and ready, 


that whoſoeveramongſtus have by their Miſdemea- 


Aours, Miſcarriages , -or:Inordinate way of walking, 
Scandalized

$candalized the Cauſe ( for which we have taken 
our lives in our hands ) or endeavoured to beger a 
Miſunderſtanding, or foment Jealouſics betwixt the 
Kingdoms ; we ſhall ſtrive to diſcover all ſuch , and 
labour to bring them to publike Tryall, and con- 
digne puniſhment : Not doubring,but as weare zea- 
lousto vindicate our honour and reputation from Re. 
proaches, ſo the Parliament will likewiſe be pleaſed 
to have ſuch favourable Conſtruction of our pro- 
ceedings , as not willingly to barbour any thoughts 
which may leſſen their reſpes ro us, and which 
are not ſuteable to the conſtant Tenour of our 
Carriage and Profeſſion : And we ſhall likewiſe 
deſire , that the manifold neceſſities and preſſing 
wants to which we were many times reduced , may 
not be forgotten, and that the wayes and means 
appointed for our ſupply , nemher anſwered the ex- 
peRation of the honourable Houſes of Parliament, 
nor ſatiſfied our neceffities ; ſothat for want of Mo- 
neys we could not alwayes diſcharge our Quarters : 
Yet do we moft freely declare our willingnefle to al- 


| low off wharſoever hath been taken up by us: And 


for that effe& we defire the Accounts of the Army to 
be adjuſted , with the ſeverall and reſpe&ive Coun- 


ties , that whatever can be juſtly charged upon us, 


may be diſcompred off any ſums thar ſhall be reſting 
us in Arrear: And if we knew any thing elſe that 
could ſerve to remove all Jealouſies and Miſunder- 
ſtandings , and beget a more tull confidence of our 
uprightneſle, we ſhould with the ſame readineſſe ap- 
ply our ſelves to all the wayes that might conduce 


thereto. 


But becauſe his Majeſties ſudden and unexpected 
coming

coming into this Army , 


(though we hope his Majeſtie came with reall inten- 
tions to ſatisfie the juſt deſire of his Parliaments, and 
compoſe thele unhappy defferences ) yer leſt ir 


- ſhould bring in queſtion the clearneſle and Integrity 


of our wayes , whereof our Conſcience bears vs wit- 
neſſe, and our Actions ſhall be publike and reall Te- 
ſtimonies; we do profeſſe that his preſence with us 
hath not begot any alteration in our minds in theleaſt 
meaſure, to eitrange vs from the wayes of our Cove- 
nant, or alienate our Reſolutions from going on zea- 
louſly, conftantly,and unanimouſly, ro ſer forward 


the ends therein expreſt, endeavouring ( ſo far as. 
lyeth in our power ) to improve that Providence of 


his coming to us, tothe publike good and happineſle 
of both Kingdoms . And as it 1s our earneſt deſire 
that his Majeſtie would no more ſuffer himſelf ro be 
involved in the councels, whereof he hath now ſo ſad 
experience, to the indangering of his Perſon, Poſte- 
rity,andKingoms; ſo do we exceedingly wiſh that he 
would comply with the Ceuncells of his Parlia- 
ments,to the {atisfa&tion of his good people;and ſhal 
be carefull that nothing proceed from us which may 
eve occaſion to his Majeſtte to entertaine any ſecret 
confidence that this Army will give Afliſtance for 
advancing other Ends then ſuch as are agreeable to 
our Covenant , Conducing to the good of Religion, 
the happineſle of the King and his Paſterity, and 
ſafery of the Kingdoms.
